“My aim is true,” sang one Declan 
McManus way back in the ‘70s. And 
with that, McManus, better known 
as Elvis Costello, was vaulted into 
the fledgling punk rock scene, add- 
ing the necessary cerebral 
components to help germinate the 
seeds of an embryonic alternative 
trend which became the formidable 
movement it is today. 

Costello, who has since added pop, 
country, and even chamber music to 
his repertoire, was named as this 
year’s headliner at the 16th annual 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival, at Gal- 
lagher Park Aug. 10-13. 

Other headliners include Rickie Lee 
Jones, Ry Cooder (a hit at the slopes 
in 92), T.O. act Barenaked Ladies, 
reggae showstoppers Burning Spear 
and country group Prairie Oyster.

he next generation of big box 

retailers is on its way. But this 
one’s not a Wal-Mart or a hardware 
store. This time it’s entertainment 
on a grand scale. 

The idea involves taking giant 
screen theatres, motion simulators, 
virtual reality simulators, 360-de- 
gree film screens and combining 
them with nightclubs, restaurants, 
and retail outlets. 

Astylized “street scene” ties eve- 
rything together. Customers stroll 
down the street under the facades 
of tall buildings and past flashing 
marquee signs for the various at- 
tractions. All of it is contained in 
one large box. 

Imagine, for example, walking 
down the “street’’ and entering a 
night club. Inside, wrap-around 
videos with sonic sound would 
bathe you with a pulsating light 
and audio show. 

The concept is called Cinetropo- 
lis and it could be coming to 
Edmonton within one year. 

Ray Prescott, who owns and op- 
erates the Turbo Ride Theatre in 
West Edmonton Mall, likens it to 
“Disneyland in a box.”’ Prescott 
hopes to open the first Cinetropo- 
lis complex in Edmonton in June, 
1996. 

Cinetropolis is one example of a 
new trend called location-based 
entertainment. The mix of prod- 
ucts may vary from company to 
company, but the general idea is 
the same. 

Prescott says the focus in the 
1990s marks a shift from construct- 
ing new developments to 
retrofitting existing buildings. “Lo- 
cation-based entertainment centres 
are a very viable way of revitalizing 
ashopping centre,’ notes Prescott 

Typically, a location-based en- 
tertainment centre requires 
anywhere from 25-50,000 square 
feet of space. In fact, Prescott says 
a big box store that has gone out of 
business is perfect for location- 
based entertainment centres 

Prescott says he’s in negotiations 
with Triple 5 to locate Cinetropolis 
in West Edmonton Mall. Certainly, 
the mail has room, given that Ikea 
just recently vacated the premises. 

The mall also meets Prescott's 
other critera: a strong population 
base nearby. “Location-based en- 
tertainment needs critical mass for 
success,’ says Prescott. 

But success comes with a price. 
To build Cinetropolis, Prescott es- 
timates he needs $18 million in 
investment capital. The 35-year-old 
entrepreneur acknowledges half 
the battle to getting such complex- 
es built may be convincing bankers 
of their viability.

appeal is the fact that every three 
months all the attractions can be 
reprogrammed. He says the format 
remains the same, but the product 
and venues are completely 
changed. 

“It changes the face of your facil- 
ity every three months.” 

If all of this sounds like some 
kind of fantasy, than consider that 
location-based entertainment is just 
the latest twist in a changing mar- 
ketplace. 

Video rentals and the expanding 
500-channel universe took a big 
bite out of film theatres in the 
1980s. Movie theatres held 33 per 
cent of the entertainment market-

its series of centres called Paladi- 
um. Sega plans to build 15 of them 
across Canada. 

Two Cinetropolis centres already 
exist. The first one opened in Led- 
yard, Ct. in January, 1994. The 
centre is part of the Foxwoods Re- 
sort Casino complex, owned and 
operated by the Mashantucket 
Pequot Indian Band. 

Foxwoods’ Cinetropolis contains 
a 350-seat giant screen theatre; a 
48-seat simulation theatre; and a 
360-degree circular video-based 
theatre with a capacity for 200 dur- 
ing the day and 300 at night. 

All the venues are built around 
Cinetropolis’s ultra-modern, urban 
street scene, which also contains 
stores and restuarants. 

The second Cinetropolis centre 
opened in November, ‘94 in Chir- 
yu, Japan. Japan's Itochu 
Corporation bought the Asian mar- 
keting rights to Cinetropolis for $5 
million. 

Cinetropolis is a concept of 
Iwerks Entertainment, a California- 
based company. Iwerks is named 
for one of its founders, Don Iwerks, 
a Disney theme park veteran of 35 
years. The other partner is Stan 
Kinsey, former VP of operations 
and new technology ventures at 
Disney Studios. 

The two partners formed Iwerks 
in 1986, and quickly developed a 
formidable product mix of hard- 
ware and software. Their Turbo 
Theatre simulation rides are now 
in 70 North American cities, in- 
cluding Edmonton. 

Their current mission is “to cre- 
ate and market high-tech 
movie-based attractions for the 
Location-Based Entertainment 
market.” @

new world with. It’s a spiritual ret- 
ribution and I think that it’s going 
to important for healing.” 

But journeying down the road to 
recovery hasn't been without its 
setbacks. 

“We've struggled through all 
kinds of assaults. Eleven days after 
Elijah Harper stood up in the house 
in Manitoba and slammed the 
Meech Lake Accord, all of a sud- 
den, Canada was out of money for 
native communications. People of 
all colors should be aware that 
that’s a tactic to maintain control.” 

Cardinal also hopes that Canada 
will not continue to follow the U.S. 
lead of slashing arts funding.

One of the difficulties in acquir- 
ing some of the films was the fact 
that many weren't distributed by 
regular “alternative” distributors, 
like Alliance or Malofilm. Festival 
organizers had to take extraordinary 
measures to find the films they 
wanted. . 

The Consulate General of France 
in Edmonton, for example, was 
instrumental in getting many of the 
French films. And getting any films 
from China — even from English- 
owned Hong Kong — can be a 


_ headache. (Two of the six Chinese — 


films, by the way, had their English 


translations done by the same Ca-— 
| nadian in Toronto.) 


World Month include films from 
Africa, a collection of British televi- 
sion commercials; an Indian film 
still banned in India (Bandit 
Queen); and a special presentation 
of The Panama Deception, with its 
director, Barbara Trent, in attend- 
ance. Panama is a documentary on 
the 1989 invasion of Panama by the 
United States. 

“The Panama Deception was 
suggested to me by Bill Moore-Kil- 
gannon of the Centre for 
International Alternatives.

Panama is a somewhat contro- 
versial flick: it takes a critical look 
at a recent invasion by Canada’s 
closest ally. But it does demonstrate 
something that World Month hopes 
to show, that things happen out- 
side of North America.

If there’s one thing you'll take away with 
you after watching the new Me! Gibson 
movie Braveheart, it's a deep and abiding 
gratitude that you were not alive during 
the 13th century 
Describing life in 13th century Scot- 
land as grim would be more than an 
understatement. And to his credit, 
Gibson is faithful in recreating the vio- 
lence and poverty of that time in alarm: 
ing detail In this movie people live in 
dark, damp stone houses, eat food that 
makes modern haggis look like caviar 
(giving more credence to the rumor that 
Scottish cuisine is all based on a dare) 
and demonstrates personal hygiene habits 
chat suggest the invention of bathing 
was still a few centuries off 
The movie follows the story of legen- 
dary Scottish freedom fighter William 
Wallace, who led a band of poor Scot- 
tish peasants in a remarkably successful 
— if disturbingly brutal — fight against 
the tyranny of the English Shot on loca- 
tion in Scotland and Ireland, the movie 
succeeds not only at capturing the feel 
of the harsh realities of life at that pe- 
riod in time, but also in delivering a 
moving portrait of the courage and honor 
the heroes of the time brought to their 
struggle 
Gibson begins his version of the tale 
by introducing us to the childhood 
Wallace soon after the King of England, 
Edward the Longshanks, has lured a group 
of Scottish noblemen to their deaths on 
the pretence of peace. When his own 
father is killed attempting to avenge the 
massacre, the orphaned Wallace is taken 
away to live with his uncle. When Wallace 
returns to his village as an adult, he has 
not only learned ta read and write (an 
unbelievable rarity for non-nobles of the 
time), he has also travelled the world and 
learned to speak three different languages. 
He is determined to try to lead a 
peaceful life and to concentrate on farm- 
ing and raising a famiry. That is, until the 
murder of his wife Murron (played by 
newcomer Catherine McCormack) 
whose throat is slit after resisting an 
attempted rape by an English soldier 
Fuelled by anger, Wallace attacks and 
decimates the local magistrate and his 
soldiers, and in the process finds nimself 
unintentionally thrust into the role of 
leader of the Scottish freedom fighters. 
When word of the attack reaches 
London, an irate King Edward (played 
with menacing glee by Patrick McGoohan) 
dispatches more soldiers and the war, 
so to speak, is on. The conflict comes to 
a head at the historic battle of Stirling, 
where Wallace led his army of 
underarmed and outnumbered Scottish 
peasants to a stunning defeat over the 
English. After being knighted by the Scot- 
tish noblemen for his bravery, Wallace

Long before Braveheart ever opened, 
there had been a great deal written about 
the film's brutality and violence. To be 
sure, Gibson pulls no punches in either 
his portrayal of the battle scenes or of 
the hand-to-hand combat. Horses and 
men alike take all manner of spears, 
hatchets, and spikes to arteries and limbs 
in full, gory glory. Even Wallace's tor- 
ture spares few of the agonizing details, 
although to my relief they do spare us a 
close-up of his public disembowelment. 
But as graphic as the violence may be, 
under Gibson's direction it Is never gra- 
tuitous. It is simply an honest, if uncom- 
fortable, portrayal of what life was like 
for men of Wallace's time. And knowing 
that, it makes the courage and the brav- 
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DIE HARD WITH A VENGEANCE 
Bruce Willis may have gone to the 
well once, maybe even twice too often 
as the character John McClane, a wise 
crackin’ cop usually accompanied by a 
hangover and a long list of marital dis- 
putes. Willis, however isn't the problem 
in this third installment of the series, 
it's an over-the-top plotline, cartoon like 
villains and preposterous stunts that are 
eye-popping but stretch the limits of 
believability.

While there is little doubt that Gibson 
is the star of the movie, there are sev- 
eral actors in the cast who make a last- 
ing impression— most notably, Irish ac- 
tor Brendan Gleeson, who plays 
Wallace’s childhood friend and right- 
hand man, Hamish, and Scottish actor 
David O'Hara, who plays Stephen, a 
slightly insane Irish expatriot who joins 
up with Wallace so he can kill English 
soldiers. French actress Sophie Marceu, 
who plays the part of Princess Isabelle, 
wife of King Edward’s gay son, is also 
good in her role of a royal who falls in 
love with Wallace and helps feed him 
information. Yet by far the best per- 
formance belongs to Angus McFayden, 
in the role of legendary Scottish king 
Robert the Bruce, who at first betrays 
Wallace, then later takes up his fight. 

Despite this, the film is not without 
flaws. In Braveheart, women play periph- 
eral roles at best. Even McCormack, who 


The overused but brilliant 
Hackman plays Commander Ramsey, a 
seasoned but volatile veteran officer in 
charge of the Alabama.

| must admit that | was never a huge 
fan of Casper; it was neither funny or 
scary — atleast notas funny or scary as 
Scooby Doo. | also approached this film 
with much trepidation because Amblin 
(a.k.a. Spielberg and co.) Entertainment's 
last attempt to bring an animated series

In late 1991, | managed to talk a 
friend into lending me his e-mail 
address at the U of A and I was fi- 
nally able to gain access to the 
Internet.

Pages and pages of information 
appeared on my screen, and I soon 
learned that cold fusion had not 
died at all, but had simply been 
driven underground. Dozens of 
chemists, physicists, and hobbyists 
had taken up the challenge of rep- 
licating (or improving on) Pons and 
Fleischmann's results. 

Pons and Fleischmann them- 
selves had been hired by one Mr. 


Toyota (of the Toyota Corporation), 
and were hard at work in Nice, 
France. They were not speaking to 
the press, and the only way to learn 
of their work was to wade through 
boring scientific paper after boring 
scientific paper on the Net. | got 
bored pretty quickly, and went 
back to the UFO archives. 

In early 1995 I became interest- 
ed in cold fusion again when the 
CBC aired a documentary called 
“Too Close to the Sun” — which 
took a positive look at cold fusion, 
and interviewed Pons and Fleis- 
chmann. 

One of the things they exposed 
was the fact that M.LT., one of the

he Hawk has gone from zero to

True to his bigger-than-life form, 
Hawkins arrived at the Morgue in 
an Excalibur replica limo and was 
giad-handling his way around the 
club with a gaggle of hangers-on 
like a politician bent on re-election 

Finally the “festivities” got under 
way, with about six nameless sorts 
introducing their way up to Ed 
Labuick, president of Quality 
Records. Release parties are tawdry 
affairs anyway and Labuick forcibly 
confirmed it: “Hey you back there! 
I’m picking up the tab, you're 
drinking my beer, so now you pay 
attention!” 

Those of us who were paying 
attention don’t need that kind of 
shit. 

When Hawkins finally did get up, 
it took about 10 seconds for him 
to say, “Thanks for being here,” and 
that was it — the Let It Rock con- 
cert vid began 

Never having even managed Eric 
Neville’s Popcorn Playhouse as a 
child, | found it hard to imagine

That was the ass-burning thing; 

If 
it felt as though it lacked innova- 
tion, it was because these old coots 
were the ones who did the inno- 
vating in the first place. 

All of them had played with 
Hawkins before and they knew 
their licks. The concert was a bunch 
of old friends having a good time, 
with the tunes they made famous, 
and letting the audience in on it. 

A PR flak waved me over to 
Hawkins in a quieter moment. He 
wasn't ready and twiddled a hand 
over a half-drunk Caesar. 

On being 60, he only said, “been 
a long trip, man...” and before the 
moment got too philosophical, he 
changed the subject. His eye caught 
the big vid screen. 


“There's three bands up th, 
onnat stage!” He flung an arm 
at the screen. “We sat around ha 
Stage, tol’ stories an’ loosened , 
N’en we went out. Ever’body ;.. 
clicked...” No hype, no fast one li 
ers, just genuine pride. 

Gowan was singing on scree, 

“That boy is brilliant. He Ough 
be on Broadway writin’ sumpi 
lakh Tommy...” and Hawk, 
seemed a little awed. Had ir , 
been for Hawkins’s influence, 1,, 
of the crowd up on stge would, 
have been there, but that’s 
where Hawkin’s focus was. It \, 
always on his bandmates. 

On himself Hawkins deprecar, 
“Any woman comes to me, sh, 
gotta have a little bit of the deyi| 
her, an’ a whole lotta Jesus, ‘cay, 
she gotta raise the dead.” 

Hawkins’ last words to me wer,

Divinities is the solo classical album by 
lan Anderson, that Jethro Tull fans have 
been waiting for with bated breath. In 
album previews and interviews with Tull 
frontman Anderson and keyboardist 
Andy Giddings, the other main musical 
contributor to this album, Divinities was 
touted as a musical celebration of faiths 
from around the world. Although com- 
posed from Anderson’s own observa 
tions and personal influences, this de- 
scription is slightly deceptive. 

Many pieces, such as “In a Black Box” 
and “In Sight of the Minaret” have a 
strong base in Western classical tradi- 
tions, yet there is little evidence of other 
cultural influences. A couple of pieces 
with titles referring to one culture or 
another — “En Afrique” and “In the Pay 
of Spain” — are the exceptions, but this 
is definitely not an album that fits into 
teh category of world music. Nor is it in 
the same vein as instrumental Jethro 
Tull pieces, with their jazzy, medieval 
motifs and Anderson's breathy flute 
work. 

Divinities is meticulously composed, 
skilfully played, and is a contemporary 
classical album in its own right, one which 
has a broader appeal than just to the 
Jethro Tull fans who will buy it simply 
by virtue that it is lan Anderson’s work.
